Dickinson Library Notes

This week we celebrate the sign- 
ing of the “Constitution of the 
United States” on Sept. 17, 1787, 
Next to the signing of the “De- 
claration of Independence" in 1776, 
this was one of the most momen- 
tous events in our history. 


Members of the D.A.R. have 
loaned to the library copies of the 
three Documents of Freedom; the 
Declaration of Independence, the 
Constitution of the United States 
and the Bill of Rights, which are 
displayed on our bulletin board in 
the reading room. 


Included in the exhibit are books 
on the subject, a magazine con- 
taining a picture of the signing of 
the Document, and a picture show- 
ing both documents as they are 
preserved in the Congressional 
library. 

This being Civil Defense week 
also, you will find several pam- 
phlets in a display case in the 
reading room, sent to the library 
by the Federal Civil Defense ad- 
ministration, Battle Creek, Mich., 
for distribution. Take these and 
read them carefully. They contain 
vital information for every citizen 
in our United States. 

Our main current exhibit, how- 
ever, has been put on by Douglas 
Jones of East Northfield. Mr. 
Jones is art instructor at the 
Northfield School for Girls and 


has exhibited his paintings at the 
WHAI art galleries. He has classes 
in ‘ceramics’ and displayed their 
work at the art and flower show 
in August. His present exhibit 
contains about 25 pieces of pottery 
and five photographs of Mr. Jones 
in his workshop, showing the tech- 
niques employed in making ‘“‘pot- 
tery.” Be sure to see them when 
you Visit the library. 

There ts quite a different set-up 
for the school children of the town 
in using the facilities of our libra- 
ry, this year. The first six grades 
from the Center and old high 
school building will be able to use 
our books regularly, if desired. 

For the pupils at the new Pion- 
eer Valley regional school, there is 
a different problem.

Cleanliness Stressed 
In Milk Handling 


While experience has shown the 
milking machine to be a great 
time saver in the milking opera- 
tion, it has also shown that the 
dairyman’s mechanical handyman 
can be the cause of excessive bac- 
teria counts in milk. 

It is possible to produce milk of 
very low bacterial count, however, 
if the milking unit is properly 
cleaned and sanitized, says Prof. 
David A. Evans, department of 
dairy and animal science at the 
University of Massachusetts. 

The success of washing milking 
machines depends upon the 
promptness with which washing is 
done after each milking and the 
thoroughness of removal of all 
soil deposits. In general the fol- 
lowing procedure will be satisfac- 
tory for most makes of machines: 

Pre-rinse each machine imme- 
diately after milking by drawing a 
pailful of clean, lukewarm water 
into the milker pail. 

Prepare a washing solution in 
the wash tank, following manufac- 
turer’s. directions for the amount 
of cleaning agent to use to a given 
volume of water. 

Draw one pailful of this washing 
solution through each unit in the 
same manner as was used fon the 
pre-rinse. Remove the pulsator 
and shake pail to accomplish 
washing on. the inside. / 

Place the flush detergent solu- 
tion in the wash tank, dismantle 
unit and brush all parts thorough- 
ly in the solution. 

Immediately after washing, 
rinse al] parts in clean, hot water 
to remove all washing solution. 

And finally, sanitize the unit 
before use by drawing about three 
gallons of chlorine sanitizing solu- 
tion through it. 

It is vitally important to clean 
stanchion hoses regularly also, 
Evans says. Sanitation is import- 
ant to the dairyman because high 
bacteria counts make poor quality 
milk.

“Whereas three citzens of our 
town of Northfield have been 
kHled in traffic accidents during 
the past seven years, the latest 
one on the 20th of this current 
month, at or near the dangerous 
intersection of our Main street 
(Routes 10 and 63) with Warwick 
and Parker avenues, and 

“Whereas the repeated efforts of 
our town authorities to secure the 
ty devices at this intersection have 
produced no action by your de- 
partment, 

“We, the undersigned citizens of 
this community, therefore request 
that the department of public 
works take immediate steps to re- 
lieve the present dangerous condi- 
tion which constitutes 2 constant 
threat to the lives and welfare of 
our citizens.” 

This petition was at the local 
I.G.A. store on Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday and at the meeting of the 
civic council on Wednesday ecven- 
ing and has already several hun- 
dred signatures. 

On Friday evening Mrs. Bigelow 
was crossing the street with gro- 
ceries when she was struck by a 
car going north operated by Levi 
S. Buzzell of Lenox with Miss Vir- 
ginia A. Healey, also of Lenox, as 
a passenger. Dr. Ansel B. True 
was called and Medical Examiner 
Howard E. Kemp of Shelburne 
said a fractured skull caused 
death. 

This was the third fatal acci- 
dent in the past eight years. In all 
three cases elderly women wearing 
dark clothing and at dusk. Miss 
Elizabeth Dale, 75, died on Dec. 
31, 1949, of injuries received when 
struck by a car on Dec. 28, and 
Mrs. Kate Alexander. 78, was 
killed instantly on the evening of 
Dec. 6, 1950. 

To go back farther than that 
Mrs. Forest Esterbrook many 
years ago while croesing to the 
Grange hall and Albert Mead 
while crossing nearly opposite the 
St. Patrick's church died of inju- 
ries received when struck by pass- 
ing cars. 

Several requests have been 
made in the past to the depart- 
ment of public works for some ac- 
tion concerning traffic safety 
measures for this area of the 
town but nothing has been done. 

However since the accident be- 
ginning this week a highway traf- 
fic count and survey is being tak- 
en under orders of the commis- 
sioner of public works Anthony Di 

atale. 
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Never Look a Fact in the Face 


Never, never look an _ unpleas- 
ant fact in the face. 


The highway accident record in 
Massachusetts is getting steadily 
worse. More people injured means 
more insurance claims, and high- 
er wages and medical costs mean 
larger claims. Yet when the bill is 
rendered for all this by the insur- 
ance companies, we henr no cry 
for better safety practices, but 
just what so-and-so’s the insur- 
ance companies are. The bill is re- 
fused. 

The insurance companies said 
the other day they would have to 
increase compulsory automobile 
rates some 25% next year. At 
once we had the automatic voice 
of Senator Canavan crying fraud, 
and pleas by others for a new 
state statistical bureau to check 
the insurance data. 

Now maybe the insurance com- 
panies aren’t run with total effi- 
ciency and maybe they paint as 
dark a picture as the facts permit. 
But to accuse them of any major 
deception is simply absurd; they 
couldn’t get away with it. Hunting 
for statistical flaws is just failing 
to face facts. 

The insurance companies’ John 
O'Connor sent us some statistics 
the other day, and among them we 
stumbled on the astounding state-

ment that other New England 
states have less than half the claim 
frequency of Massachusetts. For 
every 100 cars on the road in this 
state last year, 7.2 cars caused ac- 
cidents resulting in claims for 
bodily injury. In other words, 
about one car out of 14 caused 
bodily injury. 

This is a ghastly record and we 
got hold of the Massachusetts 
safety council to see if the acci- 
dent figures lent any credence to 
the companies’ figuring. They do. 

They showed that while deaths 
have remained pretty constant in 
Masachusetts around the 530 level 
per year, non-fatal injuries have 
shot up appallingly 64,561 in 1953, 
76,614 in 1954, 81,919 in 1955 and 
101,000 in 1956. This is far faster 
than the increase in numbers of 
cars. While cars were increasing 
in numbers at a 5% annual rate in 
1956, injuries were increasing at 
a rate of 23%. 


Not only that, but the deaths 
and injuries reported by the coun- 
cil for 1956 represent about one 
for every 14 cars, corresponding 
closely to insurance company claim 
figures. 

Certainly, if there is any finag]l- 
ing of insurance company figures 
the amount of it is insignificant. 

Not only are the number of 
claims increasing rapidly, but the 
cost of settlement of the average 
claim is rising rapidly too, as the 
cost of medical care and the com- 
pensation for lost wages goes up. 
This, too, is an unpleasant fact 
that will continue to be a fact 
however much we look in other 
directions. 

What this all means is that we, 
the citizens, will get nowhere 
whipping the insurance companies 
when it is ourselves who must be 
whipped. 

It is we who have made Massa- 
chusetts the top state of all 48 in 
the ratio of injuries to fatalities. 
It is we who have caused this 
staggering increase in injuries. It 
is we who stoutly refuse to adopt 
the rigorous methods necessary to 
reduce accidents. It is we who 
cannot bear to see bad drivers 
penalized by an insurance demerit 
plan. It is we who refuse to insist 
that the young drivers pay pro- 
portionately for the accidents they 
cause. It is we who are unwilling 
to support a fully adequate 24- 
hour, seven-day a week traffic 
enforcement program. 

It is we who just can’t bear to 
face an unpleasant fact.
